MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE AGAIN 


We are both dismayed and outraged by the 
unanimous decision of the US Court of Appeals 
for the Sixth_ Circuit in Cincinnati to reverse the 
murder conviction of Ronald Ebens，a_ white fore- 
man formerly employed at a Chrysler automobile 
plant，1in the racially motivated and senseless 
slaying of Vincent Chin on the night of Jane 19， 
1982 in Detroit. 

According to published reports，the appeals 
court reached the _ decision on technlcal， not 
Substantive，Sgrounds，and left it up to the US 
Department of Justice to decide if Ebens would 
be tried again. In the meantime，the convicted 
killer，in the words of James Shimoura of Amcri- 
can _ Citizens for Justice，a Detroit-based interra- 
cial coalition formed on the case，"has never 
Spent one day iD jail”because he has been out on 
ball while awaiting the appeal decision. 

The flagrant disregard for the rights of Vin- 
cent Chin during the 1983 trial，conviction，and 
Sentencing Of Ebens and his stepson， Michael 
Nitz，in the courtroom of Wayne County Circuit 
Judge Charles S$.、 Kaufman，is well known to 
readcrs Of East/West.， If it weren'"t for the 
nationwide protest from the Asian American com- 
munity，Ebens would not have been indicted and 
convicted under federal civil rights laws and 
Sentenced to 235 years in prison in June 1984. 

Ihe appellate decision last weck，in effect，ftook 
the case back to square one and instantly and 
palinfully transported the_ entire ASsian _ American 
community back to March 16，1983 -the day 
Judge kaufman pronounced his scntence of thrce 
years probation and a fine of $3,780 for the 
convicts.， Showing "no sympathy for Chin，his 
fiancee and family，he rationalized his, sentencing 
declsion with these chilling，unforgettable words: 

“We're talking here about a_ man (Ebens) who's 
held down a rcsponsible job with the same com- 
Danynforal7OrRTLSARYEarSandt hi SOonORAhOS 
employecd and 15 a part-time Student These _ men 
are not going to 8o out and harm somebody else. 
1 just didn'"t think that putting them in prison 
would do any 8good for them or for society.， You 
don'"t make the punishment fit the_ crime， you 
make the punlishment fit the _ criminal." 

The appellate decision could hardly inspire 
confidence in our System of justice among ASsians 
throughout the US. _ Convicted twice for the 
brutal murder oOf Vincent Chin，Ebens is Still free 
on bail four years after the racially motivatcd 
crime was committed， What must the Asian 
American community Still do to bring justice for 
Vincent Chin? 

We are not in favor of violating Ebens” right 
to due process，fair trial and just penalty. There 
is，however，a limit to what we can do，and now 
we See 3a Severe eroSlion on Our already fragile 
faith in the System 

We urge Attorney General Edwin Meese to 
either appeal the latest decision or to retry the 
case _ without further delay. To do-. otherwise is 
to invite- widespread cynicism toward，or con- 
tempt for，our System of justice. We also urge 
OUT readers to write letters to either the Attorney 
General or to their elected representativesS.

“uptown” productions as Cats and On ybur Toes San Francisco does 
afford opportunities for adventurous culturati to veer off the beaten path 
and sample other theatrical fare. Over at Studio Eremos, the SoundSeen 
collaborative ensemble has been presenting an innovative performance 
piece，Type O. 

Employing a distinctive cross-cultural blending of Eastern and Western 
performance traditions 一 termed “jazz/Noh cabaret” this offbeat piece 
concerns the satirical tale of a modern-day japanese American woman' 
search for identity and“satori" (enlightenment). 

Atthe start, a convicted woman, 9achiko, is shown kneeling at center 
stage while behind her stand three mysterious figures in black 下 shirts with 
lightning imprints and wearing lightning-shaped helmets. She has been 
sentenced to die forthe decapitation of her guardian. But the three,， as 
satori soldiers, force her to review her life. 


Aseries of fascinating flashbacks date back to her rambunctious child- 
hood playing with an imaginary Godzilla. She vehemently argues with 
hertradition-bound grandmother 一 insisting on being called by the Ameri- 
can nameYvonne instead of Sachiko. Later as a 14-year-old attending a 
Zen Baptist church sermon, she lets loose with the performance of a wild 
dance, expressing her rebellion..Shocked and humiliated, her grand- 
mother dies. As a result, Sachiko is transported to a grim courtroom trial 
presided over by a bewigged judge. Condemned to “life on probation” 
she is forced to accept a stern Noh guardian to help lead her to the 
“straight and narrow path” to enlightenment. 


9Straining to free herself from the 
probation which includes grueling 
martial arts training and the order 
not to fraternize with“lowly”street 
musicians, 9achiko rebels and 
beheads her guardian. Broughtto 
court again, she is doomed this 
time by a death sentence，

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"No-Load” Mutual Funds

This week's article concerns 
mutual funds. A mutual fund 


is an investment company 
that pools and invests 1n 
corporate and/or government 
securities. When individuals 


buy shares in a mutual fund， 
they buy shares in the fund's 
investment portfolio. A fund 
may diversify by investing in 
many different industries Or 
it may concentrate in 3 
single sector Such .as the. 
hcalth care industry，This diversification is most important 
because lt reduces portfolio risk by spreading the holdings to 
a variety of industrics and companies. At any particular time， 
a_ fund could have .holdings in 50 differecnt companies in 10 
different industries，and may have 3a Sizable portion of its 
funds in cash or _ equivalents as a defensive measure. 

Another Important benefit of a mutual fund is professional 
managemcent，which can relicve the investor 0f the extensive 
effort required to track various stocks and stay informed of 
chan8ges in economic and investment conditions.， In addition， 
ali 'recordkecping concerning the account is done by the fund 
and reports arc lssued to invcestors regularly durin8g the. year: 

Mutual funds are relatively easy to buy and sell、In most 
cases it can be done through the mail or with a Simple toll- 
free_ telephone call， After an initial purchase in -a fand:， 
investors may purchase additional shares in Small amounts --asS 
little as $250 and _ sometimes even less. 

"Load” funds charge a Sales commlssion when ShareSs are 
purchascd，while "no-load"” funds do not.， Load chargcs typL 
cally range from 4 to 8.3_ percent of thce fund's share price at 
time of purchase and are Sold by stockbrokers and other 
commlisslioned salespersons. With 3a no-load fund，the inVvestor 
must contact the fund to request a prospectus and then buys 
sharcs directly from the fund: If shares in a fund with an 8.5 . 
percent load are bought，the _ fund's net asset value would .have 
to0 Incrcase by 9.3 percent just to _ break even，because after 
the Salesperson's commission is deducted only 91.5 percent of 
investment 1S workin8g for the investor，With a no-load fund 
all of the _ investment 1S working for the investor. 

Mutual funds are a very liquid investmcnt，Ssince Shares arc 
rcadily redeemable at the option of the sharcholdcr. "No-load" 
funds are redeemable directly from the fund by mail or tecle- 
phone at the_ current net asset valuc、In addition，many funds 
offer checkwriting services that pcrmit immediate liquidity: 


Ri 


Funds also offer flexibility through their many services and 
types of avalilablie accounts，These incliude a range of options 
that make investing convyenient.， Among these are automatic 
relinveSstment accounts，Ssystcmatic withdrawals，IRA and Keogh 
retirement accounts，exchange privilegcs，and other options 
that permit an investor to tailor a mutual fund investment 
pro8gram to his or her particular necds. One important factor 
in _ the rapid 8rowth of mutual funds has been the increasing 
popularity of mutual fund families。、 Fund families generally 
consist of two or morc stock andyor bond funds and a money 
market fund under one management company，where exchange 
and Switching prlivileges _ between the funds are offered. A 
Switch may be desirable，for example，if the investor ls in an 
agressive growth stock fund that ls doing poorly and he or 
She wishes to get out. The investor can usually call the fund 
on a toll-free line and request that the funds be transferred 
into 3a moncey-market fund untl a more suitable investment 
option can be pursued. 

Mutual funds are generaliy classified as .Srowth funds， 
income funds，or a combination of both, A growth fund has 
as _ its primary objective the 8growth of capital from invest- 
ments in common stocks， The primary objcective of an income 
fund is the 8eneration of current income from investments in 
bonds _ and other Securities with high yields. TIhese two basic 
catc8gorles may be further catcgorized into such funds as: gold， 
scicnce and tcchnology，international，and municipal bond，to 
name a few.、 Barrons，3a weekly financial ncwspaper，currently 
tracks over 1,000 different funds. The best performing fund 
group for the twelve month period ending June 30，1986 was 
the _ international fund group,，with an .average total return of 
66 percent.， International funds invest in Securities of foreign 
countries such as Hong Kong，Japan，Gcermany，and Australia. 
There is a mutual fund to suit every invcstor"s needs.

“Yick Wo ” isn exacfly a 
household word. Not many 
people have heard of him out- 
side the legal profession 

Buf there's an alternative 
elementary school named after 
him in San Francisco's North 
Beach, at the base of Russian 
Hi and the students there have 
iust completed a unique researchy/ 
droma proilect that has attracted 
the attenfion of California his- 
torians. 

.Yick Wo, one of the mosft 
importantfigures in American 
history was a Chinese laundry- 
man who lived in San Francisco 
in the late 19fh century. His real 
name was LeeYick, buft he be- 
came known by the name of his 
loundry,Yick Wo, since whites in 
those days tended to associafe 
the business with the proprietor 
and called him by thebusiness 
name. 

TheyYick Wo Supreme Cour 
case is an essential area of study 
in dll low schools because it was 
alandmark decision protecting 
minority rights, and 1986 marks 
the 100th anniversary of thalt 
decision. 

According to historical ac- 
counts,Yick Wo and his fellow 
Chinese laundrymen were 
forced to shuf down theirloaun- 
dries in 9an Francisco in the 
mid-1880s because of an arbi- 
trary city ordinance that favored 
white loundryowners. The ordi- 
nance supposedly was designed 
to promote fire safety, buf 计 was 
enforced in a way thaf was 
clearly unfair to the Chinese. 

Yick Wo had operated a laun- 
dry for 22 years in the city before 
he was arrested for violafting the 
1880 city ordinance. He had a 
license and certificates from the 
health officer and the board of 
fire wardens, buf he was arrested 
in 1885 for conducting business 
without the approval of the SF 
Board of Supervisors. 


The supervisors' consent was 
needed forthe operation of 
loundries thoat were nof con- 
structed of either brick or stone. 
Consent was also required for 
laundries having a scaffolding on 
the roof, a practice that was 
commonly used bythe Chinese 
for drying loundry. 

The supervisors denied Yick 
Wo and 200 other Chinese 
permission to operate their loun- 
dries while all non-Chinese, with 
one exception, were dllowed to 
confinue, regardless of tfhe con- 
strucfion of their loundries， 

The US Supreme Court made 
its historic decision in fovor of 
Yick Wo on May 10, 1886, re- 
versing an earlier decision by the 
stoate 3upreme Courthat had 
upheld the ordinance. The highest 
court ordered thoat Yick Wo be 
released and awarded $103.65 
for his troubles. 

In its decision the cour pointed 
outthaft in 1882 a total of 240 of 
the 320 laundries in San Fran- 

-cisco were owned and operated 
by Chinese. 

The court stated in its decision : 
“Though the law itself be foir on 
ifs foce and impartial in appear- 
ance, yef itis applied and ad- 
ministered by public authority 
with an evil eye and an unequal 
hend, so as pracfically fo make 
uniust and ilegal discriminafions 
between persons in similar cir- 
cumstances:...The denial of 
equal justice is still within the 
prohibifion of the Constitution” 

The decision has been cited 
often by minority groups seeking 
to protect their civil rights. 


ACTED OUT 


For more details, ask any 
fifh-grader af Yick Wo School. 
For six months they researched， 
analyzed, documented and 
acted ouf the history of Yick Wo 
when they were fourth-graders in 
aq special social studies proiect 
for Heide Gyn's class. 

Gyn and a visiting teachen 
9S9usan Cold, worked outthe 
structure of the unique projecf 
with Yick Wo principal Shirlene 
Tong lastfall and carried it out 
undera grantfrom the San 
Francisco Educafion Fund. 

“Our obiecfive was to do a 
case study of theYick Wo Su- 
preme Cour case”said Tong， 
“concentrating on the history of 
California between the 1860s 
and 1880s. We wanted to focus 


-onadll discriminafion thaf took 


place, nof just discrimination 
against Chinese 

The proiect began after Christ- 
mas vacation and concluded 
with the presentation of the play 
just before the end ofschool in 
June. 

Before beginning, the teachers 
decided to concenirate on two 
key elements which theyfelt 
would bring maximum educa- 
tional benefit to the nine-year- 
olds they were working with. 

e Have the kids become more 
oaware of how they feel when 
specific things happen to them， 
so that they'l know how other 
people feel in similar situations，. 

e Fif that experience in with the 
specific details of the history of 
Yick Wo and the Chinese immi- 
grants, in orderto understand 
how they felt.

TRIAL 


One day the class watched tihe 


wheels of iusfice furn for real in 
their own classroom, as they held 
animpromptu trial involving an 
alleged theft of money. 

Aijudge was elected, and the 
plaintif and defendanf each 
chose two lawyers. Wifnesses 
were called, including fwo stu- 
dents from anofther class. 

The class gave the frial its rapt 
atteniion, and Gold wrote whaf 
legal ferms she knew on ithe 
board as she feltthey were 
needed.The courfoundt+he 
defendant not guilty due to 
insufficient evidence. 

During the research phase， 
Gyn read the class short stories 
and poetry having minority 
themes. She also read from 
historical texts about Chinese 
immigrants and from the fictional 
work Drogon Wings, which 
describes Chinatown around the 
time of the 1206 earthquake.

“AlImost every kid in the class 
knew everyithing that he said that 
day”Gyn recalled proudly. 

“They kept wanting to raise 
their hands because they already 
knew the subiect. Buf hearing 计 

from alawyer was impressive to 
them. They feltthat they hoad 
done dll of the right things, thalt 
they had the same information 
that he did 


SCRIPTWRITINGC 


The scripfwriting was a difficult 
chore forthe fourih-graders and 
took abouft five weeks to com- 
plete.“We went to the black- 
board and asked them whaf they 
wanted their play to be about; 
Gyn said.“And they talked 
about all ihe things that struck 
fthem the mosf. It came out to be 
tenihings, and those basically 
were tihe scenes” 

When ihey weren'4 script- 
writing, the children worked on 
props and did some maskmaking. 

“We wanted the playto be a 
little more complex in the way of 
stage props and lighting”Gyn 
said“but we never had enough 
fime. Basically if came down to 
very simple props, and the dia- 
logue and acfing became the 
most important part” 

Many of the children were first 
orsecond generation Chinese 
Americans and were limited in 
their ability to use English. They 
had an easierfime identifying 
with the Chinese immigrants in 
the ploy. 

“1 would say that about half 
the class had parents who were 
immigrants” Gyn said“ifthey 
themselvyes weren'+ immigrants 
coming over os the first genera- 
fion. They had the advantage, in 
relation to the play, of having 
experienced being new to this 
COUntry.“ 

Let it be said that the fourth- 
graders came through like froup- 
ers, and the play was iudged a 
hit. 

“1might add that an attorney， 
Phil Miyamoto, was in the audji- 
ence during the performance and 
said thaf we had done the play 
|etter-perfect where the presenta- 
tion of the laow case was con- 
cerned” Tong said. 


REGRET 


Gyn said her biggest regret 
about the play was fhat the 
children weren4 able fo pass on 
to the audience everything they'd 
learned aboutitheYick Wo case 
and the history of Chinese and 
other minorities during tholf 
period. 

“They had absorbed so much 
information and history that there 
was no way they could show it in 
the play”she said“You could 
have walked up to any one of 
those kids and said， “Well whoali 
was the problem when the ralil- 
road was finished? Any kid 
would havetold you, “They had 
no more jobs: And then fyou . 
asked them, hen whaot did they 
dos'They could tell you five 
different businesses that they 
went inte. 

“They knew these things, and 
no one had ever made them 
memorize 让. 上 +had become ai 
story to them. lt had become very 
redl. The steps that the Chinese 
took from leaving their homeland 
were very redl, made so much 
sense to tfhem, thoaf 计 was very 
easyto absorb the information”

“The period is pretty much 
glossed over by ourtiexibooks” 
Jong said.“And there is very litle 
mention of the contributions of 


the Chinese immigrants, includ- 


ingYick Wo himself.” 

The fourth-graders af Yick Wo 
School may have helped change 
that just a liHle. The proiject has 
attracted the atteniion of the 
California Historical Society's 
educaftion departmenft which is 
planning a Presentafion of its 
own relafing to the early Chinese 
immigrants. And Gyn and Gold 
ore preparing a lesson plan 
ouflining the steps they took in 
carrying out the history/drama 
prolect. 

“The proposal was written in 
sUch a way that it could lead fo 
lesson plans relating fo all of the 
experiences fhat iook place” 
Jong said.“3o the proiject was 
not supposed to be just forthis 
yean but rather to be done again 
af some otherfime. The differ- 
ence and value forthis particular 
experience was thoaf 计 Wwas not 
just a scriptfhaft they were acting 
ouft, butthatthe scripft evolved 
from the children's experiences 
and study. If people want to take 
the script and acf 让 Louft thot's one 
thing. 上 they wantto go through 
all phases of the proiect as a 
social studies unit that's another 
possibility”

Six 
community activists -- Alice 
Bulos，Yasushi "Chewy" Ito， 
Collin Lai， Bert Nakano， 
Julie Tang，and Maeley Tom 
-- Tccelved California Asian 
Pacific Caucus Leadership 
Awards during 3a special 
banquet in their honor Satur- 
day night. 

In a keynote address ear- 
lier Saturday， Congressman 
Mineta noted that the confer- 
ence was the first held since 
thece  _ National _ Democratic 
Party officially dissolved the 
AsSian Pacific Caucus in 1984. 
"[L share the anger，but don't 
forgct the old adage: don't 
get mad，8get cvenl" Mineta 
sald，evoking laughter from 
his audience， 

Mineta exhorted partici- 
pants to awaken to what he 
tcermed the "harsh realities of 
the political evolutionary 
process,， wherein "the Stron- 
gest，most resilient Survive" 
while others fall to the 
wayside: Such 3a procecss 
requlres 3a paradoxical "mix- 
ture of humor and anger， 
paticnce and impatience， 
determination and resolve,”he 
Sald， 


The Santa Clara County 
congresSsman warned that the 
Republican Party is aggresS- 


Sively courting Asian/Pacific 
voters through widespread 
voter re8gistration campaigns 
at a time when the Reagan 
administration haSsaaDbeen 
increasingly hostile to the 
needs and concerns of Asian 
Americans. 

AS an example of this 
trend，Mineta _ cited the US 
Justice Department's ne8ative 
reaction to the House's Hate 
Crimes Statistics bill，which 
he co-Sponsored with Rep. 
Barbara Pinnelli. Justice 
Department officials dis- 
missecd the legislation as 
unwarranted and advised 
Congress to hire a good 
newSpaper clipping scervice 
instead. "That is really the 
mentality of this administra- 
tion when it comes to_ issues 
important to us,”he said， 

Another major setback 
Ooccurred just last week when 


the 6th US Circuit Court of 


Appeals in Cincinnati over- 
turned _ the conviction of 
Ronald Ebens，an unemployed 
Detrolit autoworker who was 
convicted of the June. 1982 
racially-motivated "murder of 
27-yecar-old Vincent Chin. 


"IT am discouraged that OUr 


battle for justice in this 
brutal killing is not Over，” 
Mineta said， chargin8g that 


without pressure from Asian 
Pacific Americans nationwlde 


the Justice Department would 
never have pursued the case 
in the first place, "Yes，it has 
been 3a 1long discouraging 
Struggle， 
tinue until justice is achieved 
for Vincent Chin,”he said. 

If Mineta represented the 
conference's "Senior states- 
man,” 34-year-0old Mike Woo， 
LA'Ss first Asian city council 
member，embodied its youth- 
ful Spirit， Fresh from a 
better reapportionment fight 
which pitted Asians against 
Hispanics and nearly cost 
him his district and electoral 
base，Woo Stressed that Sup- 
port from the Asian/Pacific 
community across the state 
was_ instrumental in persuad- 
ing Mayor Bradley to veto 
the _ first reapportionment 
plan in favor of a more 
cquitable redistricting com- 
promilse. 

Exuding  a contagious 
enthusiasm，Woo imparted the 
dynamics Of his Successful 
electoral Strategy to his 
youthful audience，some of 
whom he noted may be polit- 
ical candidates themselves in 
the years to come.， Given the 
cosmopolitan character of his 
district，which stretches from 
the _ Hollywood hillis to Los 
Feliz and encompasses 70 
different 1linguistic groups， 
Woo pointed out that "my 
task was to figure out some 
way to appeal to that broad 
range 0f people.” 


Although his district con- 
tains only five percent Asian 
voters，as a Chinese American 
he first needed to gain sup- 
port from Chinatown commu- 
nity leaders and convince 
them that he would represent 
Chinese interests on the city 
council， As a former aide to 
State Senator David :Roberti， 
Woo said he had worked on 
lssues relating to the Filipino， 
Thali，Korean，and Japanese 
communities as well，and thus 
was able to draw on these 
bases for Support. 

"That coalition building is 
Decessary because we need to 
present Ourselves asS an ASsian 
bloc to the 8general public," 
he explained， "Unless we are 
able to unify the various 
ethnic factions in the Asian 
community，that could be a 
Stumbling block in presentin8g 
Ourselves to the larger com- 
munity.” 

Woo emphasized that， in 
addition to unifying the 
politically-diverse Asian 
community， Asian/Pacific 
American candidates need to 
build bridges to other voting 
blocs， Woo attributed his 1oss 
in the 1981 city council race 
in part to his failure to 
convince other ethnic 8g&roups 
that as a Chinese American 
he was Sensitive to their 
concerns 3S well. 

"AsSian candidates have a 
Special kind of predicament,” 
he noted.， "We are forced to 
pcrform a juggling act 
between the need to be Asian 
to _ build a base of Support， 
but not be overly Asian and

SF Supervisor Willie 开 en- 
necdy，who extended the city?s 
offlicial welcome to the con- 
ference，agreed that coalition- 
building is _ essential to _ the 
Success of minority candidates 
at the polls. "I have seen too 
many communities destroyed 
by political in-fighting,” 
warnced Kennedy，one of five 
women and two Blacks on 
the board. "We are our own 
worst _ cnemles. In OO 
Stru8gle to 8gain equality "we 


forget long range goals for 
short term interests.。 The 
effect is that the outside 


community doesn'"t take us 
Seriously. The_ effect is that 
We 1ose." 

Kennedy Said that the old 
adage "divide and conquer" 
applies in an ironic way to 
minority 8roups. "The pro- 


blem 1s we divide oursclves 
for others to conquer.” she 
Sald. 


San Francisco is roughly 25 
percent Asian， 12 perccnt 
12 percent Hispanic， 
with a large peppering of 
gay and women voters. 
"When you add all that 
to8gether that forms 3a major- 
ity,”Kennedy noted. "If we 
can form a coalition we can 
put Julie Tang (who is run- 
nig for Supervisor) in office 
on November 4." 

Tang，president of the SF 
Community College Board 
and an assistant district 
attorney for the city，also 
StresSsed the theme of coali- 
tion-building during an after- 
noon workshop with fellow 
board candidate Pat Norman 
and Ron Wakabayashi，execu- 
tive director of the Japanese 
American Citizens League. 
Though a late entry in the 
Supervisors” race，Tang Says 
She stands a 8ood chance of 
winning one of the five open 
ScatSs because Of her widesp- 
rcad Support from progressive 
factions in the community 
8arnered from years Of politi- 
cal activism. 

"have a lot of faith in 
3San Francisco constituents 
-- the liberal climate pre- 
vails,” Said Tang who first 
became active in San Fran- 
cisco politics as a precinct 
worker for former Mayor 
George Moscone 10 years a8g0. 

Tang- noted that the Mos- 
cone “campaign brought 
together labor and ethnic 
Sroups， lesbians and 8g8ay 
activlsts for the first time 
under 3a Single banner to 
fight blig downtown political 
"Coalition building 
in San Francisco continues to 
be very， very Successful 
when it is around a Specific 
isSuc,” Such as Prop. 64 the 
LaRouche anti-Aids initiative， 
or Prop- 63，the English only 
initiative. 

"Let's_ face it， San Fran- 
cisco needs a new political 
agenda，and that won't come 


about unless you and TI have 
3 Say Over how :the _ resources 
are distributcd,”said Tang in 
an unabashed campaign pitch. 

Norman，who is best known 
as oO0ne 
foremost lesbian activists 
said She regards herself as 
progressive rather than 
Single issue candidate 
Norman is also co-coordinato 
of the Mobilization for Peac 
Jobs，and Justice，a coalitio 
of over 300 labor，religiou 
peace and other progressiv 
groups. "We have.， been abl 
to overcome the bigges 
obstacle to _ coalition buildin 
rcaching unity,”she Said. 

Nonetheless， many group 
continue to be blinded bb 
their own agendas， sh 
warned.， Hence some gay an 
lesbian activists fail tt 
comprehend the importanc 
Of the nuclear freeze jssu 
and some ethnic: groups don” 
rcalize that the LaRouch 
initiative is a threat to _ thei 
clvil liberties as well. 

Ron  Wakabayashi of th 
JACL stressed the importanc 
of forging ongoing relation 
Ships and networks between 
differcnt minority groups 
rather than focusing solely o 
temporary coalitions to 
address Specific prob 
lems. "Coalitions are cumber 
some because they brin8g 
together diverse factions” tha 
too often are prone to e8o 
tripping by one 8group or 
another，he Said. 

Another  _ topic addressed 
throughout the two-day con 
ference was the ongoing isSu 
of violence against ASsian 
and what to do about it 
Wakabayashi， who took _par 
in a workshop on anti-Asian 
violence， noted the rapid 
Spread of this grisly phe 
nomenon In hits five years 3 
head of the JACL. 

Thc panel attributed this 
increase to the Surge of 
Asian immigration，thc 8row 
in8g trade imbalance with 
Japan and other Far East 
nations， and the “media's 
perpetuation of historical 
Stereotypes Of Asians as 
passive and compliant. The 
panels consensus was that 
political empowerment of 
AsSians is a _ critical weapon to 
combat this_ trend. 

"I think it"s no coincidence 
that this happened in the 
1980's with the Reagan 
onslaught,”and the promotion 
of the "Rambo"” mentality of 
might makes right in the 
mcedia，said Richard Katsuda， 
president of the LA chapter 
of the Asian Pacific Ameri- 
can Coalition. 

Moderator Randy Okamura， 
an investigator for the SF 
District Attorney's office，and 
Ken 和 ong，chair of the Chi- 
nese Progressive Association 
in SF both stressed the need 
for a _ better reporting System 
of racially-motivated violence 
against Asians，3aS well :as 
creative approaches to tack- 
ling the problem. 

Wakabayashi noted that San 
Francisco is one of the few 
Bay Area counties that has 
failed to hold hearings on 
anti-ASsian violence. "Cer-
